WASHINGTON, March  8,—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Within a week Gen, 
Otis, according to advices received at

aldo’s forces. Telegrams from Gen, 
Otis about his plans indicate that he 
is ready to begin the movement, but it 
is the understanding of @he 
authorities that he will not make his 


advance until Gen. Lawton arrives at 


Manila. “ 
In his last telegram to the:War De- 
partment Gen. Lawton said he ex- 


pected to reach. Manila early.on the} 


morning of March 10. He has with 
him on the transport Grant 1600 reg- 
ular troops. Gen. Lawton will assume 
command of the American troops in 
the-field. leaving Gen. Otis more time 
to attend to governmental affairs, but 
Gen. Otis will still have charge of all 
the military movements in the Philip- 
pines. ° 

Gen. Otis will make every effort to 
capture Agufnaldo. It is believed here 
that when that is accomplished the 
backbone of the insurrection will have 
been broken.

PRIVATE LOVEJOY KILLED. 


Two Officers Wounded in Driving 
Rebels from the Waterworks. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 8.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Maniia says: ‘‘Gen. 
Hale determined yesterday morning to 
ciear away the enemy from the front 
of the right cf his wing. The gun- 
boat Laguna de Bay, under Maj. Grant, 
began shelling the enemy’s position. 
Two companies of the Twentieth In- 
fantry and three companies of the 
First Nebraska, under Col. Statenbarz, 
swung in from the road to the sater- 
works, driving the rebels toward the 
Parig River. The First Wyoming #d- 
vaiced direct!y on (ae insurgent p%si- 
tion in front. Meanwhile the Laguna 
de Bay pounded the foe from the river. 
Thus attackei on three sides. the insur- 
sents were driver | ack. 
“Capt. J. D. O’Brien of the First Wy- 
oming was shot in the right wrist, and 
Maj. Schell of .the bureau of informa- 


tion was slightly wounded. Complete |. 


reports of the avounded are not yet in. 
Gen. Hale estimates the enemy’s loss 
at 250. At the time of sending the dis- 
patch the Wyoming troops occupied 
an advanced position. 

“The insurgents opened fire across 
the river from Guadaloupe killing Pri- 
vate Lovejoy of Co. C, First Washing- 
ton, and wounding two others. The 
insurgents have been concentrating to 
the east of the city and will probably 
try an attack from that side. Their 
principal object is to cut off the water 
supply of Manila. The American po- 
sition? are strong and their attempts 
will be futile. 

“The insurgent losses have been sxe- 
vere the last few days. The Madrid 
authorities have offered Aguinaldo a 
ransom of $1000 for each officer, $100 
each for the privates, and $50 for each 
civil servant. They have not offered 
to ransom the priests. Aguinaldo de- 
clares that he has paid filibusters $70,- 


°000 and has received only 500 rifles and 


2,000,000 rounds of ammunition. The 
filibusters say the rest have been cap- 
tured, but probably they were never 
bought.” 


RED CROSS WORK. 


Narses and Supplies Sent to 
Philippines—Field Hospital. 

[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 8.—The fact that 
the soldiers who are wounded in the 
trenches around Manila and elsewhere 
in the Philippines need care has not 
been overlooked by the New York 
branch of the Red Cross Society. More 
than $20,000 aworth of clothing, medical 
supplies and delicacies have been 
shipped recently tO Manila and many 
nurses have been sent thither. Within 
a week or so there will be a thoroughly 
equipped field hospita! for Gen. Otis's 
troops. 
This hospital will be under the man- 
agement of Miss Margerie Henshall, 
who was detained by the Massachusetts 
branch of the Red Cross Soe¢iety to take 
charge of the »work in the Philippines.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Presi- 
dent will announce the appointment of 
191 second lieutenants whom he is au- 
thorized by the Army Reorganization 
Sill to appoint to the regular army in 
a day or two and certainly before he 
leaves Washington next Monday for 
the South. He will make none of the 
appointments of the volunteer officers 
“before his return, except perhaps a 
few of the general officers, taking the 
whele matter undér deliberation dur- 
ing his absence. 

These second lieutenants represent all 
of the places in the regular army s®&. 
far as the line is.concerned, that are at 
the disposal of the President. Other- 
wise all of the line places. majors, cap- 
tains, first lieutenants and most of the 
second lieutenants are already filled, 
even for the full army of 65,000 men, 
from the regular esiablishment.

SAMOAN ADULTS BANISHED. 


Justice Chambers Recognized by the 
German Consal, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

APIA (Samoa,) Feb. 22,. via - San 
ch 8.—Four weeks have. 

elapsed since the last mail dispatches 
left here for San Franciseo concerning 
the outbreak of ‘civil war between the 
adherents of Tanu Malietoa and those 
of Mataafa. During this time Samoa 
has been free from any active warfare. 
The provisional government under Ma- 
taafa has not been a success. It has 
estranged the feelings of many of its 
own supporters by the deportation of 
the Malietoa chiefs and the banishing 
from Apia of all male Samoan adults 
who were on Malietoa’s side. All of 
Malietoas adherents who were not: de- 
ported have been fined, and inoffensive 
natives, the servants of whites, who 


had been in no way connected with 


the fighting, have been arrested. A 
sharp remonstrance from British Con- 
sul Maxse, who now has two men-of- 
war supporting him, has prevented a 
recurrence cof this annoyance. 

The natives of Tutuila have declared 
in favor of Tanu, and the deported 
chiefs are having a_ pleasant picnic 
emong friends. Malietoa seems to be 
gaining strength every day, and sev- 
eral of Mataafa’s chief adherents have 
xone over to his side. There are not 
much more than one-half the people on 
Mataafa’s side, and it is doubtful if 
more than one-third of the population 
are his active supporters. Among the 
British and Americans here it is not

The German Consul has received a 
cable from Germany directing him to 
recognize the authority of Chief Jus- 
tice Chambers and to withdraw from 
the stand he and Dr. Raffel had taken 
in regard to the Suvreme Court. This 


news has discouraged Mataafa, and in 


addition the United States Consul has 
written him to the effect that, notwith- 
standing rumors around Apia, the 
United States has not recognized Ma- 
taafa as King, and that the Consul has 
nothing on the matter from his govern. 
ment and. is awaiting dispatches. In 
addition to’ these disquieting facts, 
Mataafa has had .a little trouble with 
the British warship Porpoise. The Por- 
poise. after. matters had settled down 
In Apia. went for a cruise around the 
group. When she returned, Capt. Stur- 
dee found that no natives came near 
his ship and that a taboo had been de- 
clared against the vessel. He at once 
Sent a note to the provisional govern-. 
ment demanding an apology and a 
withdrawal of the boycott. To this Dr 
Raffel. as executive head, renMed that 
the bovcott was not against thé man- 
of-war, but against the Chief Justice, 
who was a guest on board. A still 
Sharper note was sent by Cant. Sturdee 
to the effect that he would take de- 
cisive action at once and the boycott 
was removed.

SALF STILL IN GERMANY. 


Will Go to Samoa by Way of the 
United States. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, March 8.—A_ special to 
the Tribune from Washington says that 
Herr Salf, the newly-appointed Consul 
of Germany to Samoa, who: will, by

moa by way of the United States and 
it is expected will have a conference 
with Secretary Hay while en route. He 
has been scheduled to leave Germany 
several times, and once got as far as 
London but was recalled by his govern- 
ment. 

Herr Salf will succeed Dr. Raffel, the 
German Consul at Apia who is charged 
with having caused the trouble there 
in January. It was the intention of 


Raffel several weeks ago, but as he was 
in contempt of court he was not per- 
mitted to leave the island. 

The German government. through 
diplomatic representations explained 
the dilemma it was in and requested 
that the United States ignore the con- 
‘tempt proceedings against Dr. Raffel 
if he would be immediately ordered to 
leave the island. The United States 
and Great Britain through. their diplo- 
matic representatives held a conference 
and it was unanimously agreed that 
if the German government would recall 
Dr. Raffel immediately, the contempt of 
court proceedings would not be pressed, 
This pledge was given by Germany 
and Dr. Raffel was expected to leave 
Apia on February 22. 

This action on the part of Germany is 
accepted as a virtual admission that 
Dr. Raffel exceeded his authority and 
that Germany disavows his acts. It is— 
also constructed as meaning that Ger- 
many is doing everything possible to 
restore a harmonious agreement with 
the United States. 

The United States and Great Britain 
have reached an understanding that 
the actions of Dr. Raffel were respon- 
sible for the entire disturbances created 
there by the Mataafa régime, but as 
Germeny has practically disavowed the 
aecs of her Consul by recalling sim. It 
is not believed there will be any fur- 
ther action taken by either of the gov- 
ernments interested in the protectorate 
over the islands. Chief Justice Cham- 
bers. the American who was appointed 
by the three powers, has been upheld 
in his decisions, and Malieto Tanus 
will be the. King established by the 
protectorate. 

The Philadelphia will probably re- 
main at Apia for a considerable period, 
or until at least matters have quieted 
down and the decision of Chief Justice 
Chamber reverses the indorsement of 
the people. 

According to the Berlin treaty of 
°1889, Mataafa cannot be King and 
will not be recognized by either of the

Filled Up on Bad Whirky and Then

ill temper as soon as the train bear- 
ing the negroes home began to move 
out of Macon. Producing revolvers 
and other arms, which they managed 
to smuggle with them, they began fir- 
ing fromthe windows. Bullets in 
every direction as the train sped on 
and passers-by were obliged to seek 
shelter. Only one person was shot in 
Macon, Will Goodyear, a sixteen-year- 
old white boy, whose arm was frac- 
tured by a ball. As the train passed 
the various stations on the road the 
rioting was renewed, shots being fired 
from the train at the people standing 
on the platforms. 

At Griffin, Ga., where the first sec- 
tion of the train stopped at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon, occurred the most seri- 
ous trouble of the day. The regiment 
came over the Central Georgia Rail- 
road in three sections. When the train 
stopped at Griffin the negroes, who by 
this time, had filled up on whisky, be- 
gan fiving their pistols and yelling like 
Indians. 

Over two hundred shots were fired, 
and the police were powerless to re- 
sist. The city was at the mercy of 
the negroes, who kept up a fusillade of 


‘shots until the train was carried be- 


yond the city limits. The news of the 
outrageous conduct’ spread. rapidly 
over Griffin, and it was. determined 
that the next section of the regiment 
should be held in check. 

Mayor Davis ordered out the Griffin 
Rifles on his own responsibility, as 
there was no time to lose. In addition 
to the militia, the Mayor deputized 
nearly a hundred citizens to assist the 
officers in preserving the peace and 
protecting the city. About 5:10 the 
second section came in sight, and above 
the roar of the train could be heard the 
rattle .of firearms, which were being 
disch:7 indiscriminately. 

the train came to a standstill 
‘the ne, roes saw 200 heavity armed men, 
who gommanded them to keep quiet. 
The negroes were awed and with few 
exceptions were as docile as lambs. To 
those who proved fractious cracked 
heads were administered. When the 
train pulled out from the depot, and 
the negro@s’thought they were out of 
reach of the citizens they began firing 
at houses. At the first shot a volley 
was poured into the disappearing 
train by the citizens and militia. Un- 
fortunately, George Agee, a trainman, 
was shot in the abdomen and fatally 
wounded, and one negro was shot in 
the shoulder. 

As the several sections came into 
the depot here they were met by the 
police reserve, heavily armed. The ne- 
groes were evidently awed and gave 
the police no trouble. 

The Tenth was recruited from all 
parts of the country, chiefly from North 
Carolina, Georgia, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Missouri and Ohio. Nearly all of them 
were sent out of Atlanta to their des- 
tinations tonight.

Significant Consignments for Caban 
and Porto Rican Cities. 
I. EBAKLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK,* March 8.—The United 
States transport Burnside will sail for 
Havana today with one hundred pri- 
vate soldiers and a number of officers. 
That the government is contemplat- 
ing a vigorous campaign against the 
unsanitary habits of the residents cf 
Porto Rico and Cuba is shown in a 
consignment, which has recently been 
placed on the pier of the Pacific Steam- 
ship Company. There are ten metal 
garbage wagons with tight covers made 
by a Boston firm--after the latest mod- 
els, and a large number of metal gar- 
bage cans. It is said that the govern- 
ment, in an anticipation of the .arrival 
of an unhealthy season, is going to 
establish a thorough system of garbage 
removal as practiced in our large cit- 
ies. Numbers of garbage cans have 
been sent on previous boats with those 
to go down on the next ship. There 
will be about one thousand in all for 
San Juan. 

A street sprinkler, plainly marked 
“LU. S.,"’ is also being sent to San Juan, 
to be used by the health officers. It is 
understood that the shipment of these 
sanitary appliances to San Juan is only 
a beginning, and that the government 
intends to send similar outfits to all 
the pricipal cities in Porto Rico and 
Cuba.

Several weeks ago Kaiulani went. to 
one of the other islands against the 
advice of her physicians. While absent 
from this city she was taken ill and 
was brought back in poor condition. 
She has since been confined to her home 
at Waikiki; two physicians were con- 
stantly in attendance. Today two ad- 
ditional medical men were called in for 
consultation. The four men now agree 
that the ‘young woman, who expected 
to be Queen of Hawaii, will not live 
twenty-four hours, 

Kaiulani is tne daughter of the late 
Princess Likelike. A. S. Cleghorn, a 
Scotchman, was her father, he is now 
living Honotulu,-She born Oc- 
tober 16, 1875. After the death of Kala- 
kaua, when Liliuokalani ascended 
the throne, Kaiulani was declared 
heir-apparent to the throne of Ha- 
waii. This was on March 9, 1891. The 
Princess was then in England pur- 
suing her studies. In the events that 
have transpired here during the past 
six years, the fact that she was being 
educated in England worked against 


her chances of ever being Queen. The 
American element here was always 
afraid that she would lean toward 


British interests as against American. 
On this account, it is safe to say that 
Kaiulani would not have ascended the 
throne even had the monarchy lasted. 


Since the Princess has been in Hono- 


lulu she has received very considerate 
treatment from the government in 
power.

Two long interviews appear this 
morning, one from the Chinese: Minis- 
ter, who was delighted “that the United 
States will hold aloof from the part- 
ing of China,” and another from the 
Russian Ambassador, who hopes that 
the United States will join in the par- 
tition. 

These interviews are intended for 
the purpose of finding out what this 
country intends doing. The Times 
correspondent learns from ithe State 
Department that several weeks ago, 


der instructions from his zovernment, 
called upon Secretary of State ay, 
and asked that the United States send 
a note to all the powers interested in- 
forming them that the United States 
hoped there would be no spoliation of 


. China, and that this country would 


regard with disfavor any such move. 
This important request for the preser- 
vation of the Chinese Empire came 
direct from Peking, and was urged 
upon Secretary. Hay very strongly, The 
latter was fully discussed by the Pres- 
ident and the Cabinet, and a request 
was flatly refused. 

The announcement, official and oth- 
erwise, is being constantly made from 
Washington about the government’s 


-disinclination to take any part in the. 


partition of China. These announce- 
ments are premature. This-niatter is 


but there seems a similarity of inter- 
ests to guard and to promote. Rus- 
“Sila is at the entrance of her tndustrial 
and commercial development, and sh 
will endeavor to shield this develop 
ment from all that might retard it. W: 
have vast countries. just awd®enine 
from the lethargy of centuries and be- 
coming grain lands and@ pastyre ccun- 
tries, and from the outlet on the Chi- 
nese Sea, we hope to enter the c¢m- 
mercial world in the four quarters cf 
the globe, 

“With our Siberian Railroad, we will 
carry to Europe the treasures of In- 
dia and of China. The tea product 
alone will bring us an annual income 
of 40,000,000 roubles. Other staple prod- 
ucts will yield a proportionate figure. 
Then it is hoped to extend our mer- 


chant marine across your great 
western countries and bring your 
over-abundance into Asia and Africa. 


“For this reason Russia would wel- 
come the United States as a factor in 
the councils of the nations that must 
of necessity govern the East. We 
have never, officially or unofficially, 
protested against the American occu- 
pation of the Philippines. On the con- 
trary we have welcomed the United 
States in coming nearer to us as cne 
friend welcomes another: It has been 
the source of much gratification to 
me that Mr. Hitchcock, lately Ambas- 
sador to St.- Petersburg, has told the 
American people about the attitude 
of Russia before and since the war 
with Spain. It would be expected that 
Russia’s Ambassador here would say 
that nothing hostile had been done 
against your country by his own. His 
position would be otherwise untenable. 
But Mr. Hitchcock is a disinterested 
witness, and wh he has so cordially 
and so eloquently reiterated what I 
have said to the American people for 
many months, I am, of course, deeply 
grateful. ‘ 

“Russia maintains her old historic 
attitude toward this great nation. She 
was one of the first to aid the found- 
ers of this republic, and she has been 
throughout .its growth a sympathetic 
and sincere friend. During the civil 
war, she did her part, when its exist- 
ence was threatened, and if during the 
war which has just been fought the 
United States needed the aid of Rus- 
sia, it would have been given-as freely 
and as fully as in the past. 

“There have been many to assert 
very different things of Russia's feel- 
ing toward America, and there are 
still some who say that Russia has ul- 
terior intentions in endeavoring to 
draw the United States into the Chi- 
nese question... Time and the authority

burg have proven the falsity of the 
first proposition, and the second

Diver Donaldson Lost Control and 
Struck Head First.

face. Hie was apparently dead with 
blood fiowing from mouth, nost'rils 
and ears and from wounds on the 
head.

Most of our wheat will go to Europe, 
but a large amount of all our products 
will be consumed in Mexico. The plan 
of the future is for a railroad from 
the El Paso line through our grant to 
Topolobampo Bay, where we will have 
our own docks. Some of this land is be- 
ing tilled without irrigation.”

“Resolved, that the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, after investiga- 
tion and report from Health Officer 
Powers, express their entire confidence 
in the Los Angeles Board of Health 
and Health Officer Powers, in relation 
to their management of the cases of 
smallpox now among us; that we be- 
lieve the disease is 
confined to one district of small extent: 
that the entire number of cases now 
in the city, not convalescent, does not 
exceed fifteen; that we call upon the 
press and the people to give every as- 
sistance to the Health Officer.”

Purchase of Land by (trriagntion

FOREST AND WATER SOCIETY._ 


Organization Effected Yesterday 
and Work Outlined. 


A meeting called by the Southern 
California Academy of Sciences was 
the assem-~ 
bly-room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to organize a Forest and Water 
Society. There were about forty men 
present, representing several branches 
of the Fruit-Growers’ Exchange, and 
other organizations, as well as a unm- 
ber of persons engaged in water devel- 
opment and hydraulic engineering. 

B. R. Baumgardt acted as temporary 
chairman, and Abbot Kinney was 
elected president and W. H. Knight 
secretary. The president read a paper 
on forestry, and a number of persons 


in the city. | 
It appeared that the Chinaman was in- 


work to be-done. ‘ 

It is the object of the society to pro< 
mote the interests of forestry and irvis 
gation by inducing the Federal gov< 
ernment to take greater interest in the 
subjects, though so far as could be as- 
certained, the society is not prepared 
to make any suggestions’to the gov- 
ernment of specific irrigation develop- 
nent to be undertaken. 

A committee of five, consisting of A. 
R. Sprague, T. P. Lukens, G. H. 
Goodwin, A. Campbell Johnston, an

tion and by!aws. They urged the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to secure the mem- 
bership in the society of all organiza- 
tions and individvals interested in the 
work; indorsed the forest school con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California;

I am in‘favor of a divided 
session.” 

Assemblyman Caminetti was the 
speaker, and five of us discussed the 
subject as we sat, after midnight, in 


the Board of Horticulture room, the. 


other night, and drank Brother Le- 
long’s wine and ate his oranges. - It 
had been hammer and drive from morn- 
ing till night in an effort te further 
legislation, and there was a manifest 
disposition among the Assemblymecn 
to criticise the methods of doing busi- 
ness in California’s Legislature, and 
the Times correspondent sympathized 
with the criticism expressed to a con- 
siderable degree.

Last (Saturday) night. forty-three of 
these newspaper Claim bills were passed 
upon in the Assembly in committee of 
the whole, and the amendments making 
cuts, which were reported back from a 
subcommittee, were adopted. These 
claims have been divided up between 
the Senate and Assembly, and the up- 
per house has about as many more to 
pass upen. Chairman Belshaw in ex- 
plaining these bills last night, sa d 
Gov. Budd’s letter to each paper con- 
tained a doubt. Budd told them they 
could print the amendments and trust 
to the Legislature to pay them. The 
subcommittee decided to recommend 
them, as cut, with the proviso that 
they shall not be paid until January 1, 
1900. 4 peculiar state of affeirs devel- 
oped oVer the presentation of two_re- 
ports from the sub-committee. One, 
signed by Chairman Belshaw and oth- 
ers, recommending the cut, became the 
majority report, until Works, who Was 
in San Francisco, wired to Arnerich, 
who, with Caminetti and others, con- 
stituted the minority, agreeing to stand 
with the latter for the full amounts of 
the claims. The committee of the 
whole refused to allow Works to sign 
the report, and, therefore, the original 
maasaetcy report was adopted, making 
cuts anywhere from 63 cents, as in the 
case of the Sacramento Bee, to $3500, as 
in the case of the San Francisco Call. 

Most of the claims passed on in the 
House are under $500, and come from 
little country papers.
